Dear Sir : 

The splendid collection of the gold, silver and copper coins of the United 
States formed by the late David S. Wilson, Esq., of Pittsburgh, has been placed 
in my hands for sale at auction, and I expect to hold the sale February 27th and 
28th. Mr. Wilson was one of the early collectors in this country. 

It contains the largest collection of United States gold coins sold since the 
Cleaney sale, 1890, including all the rare dates excepting 1815 and 1822 half 
eagles, and, though it lacks these dates, it surpasses, for instance, the Smith col- 
lection in value on account of the magnificent series of gold proof sets from i860 
to date, and the more complete series of each denomination, particularly of the 
dollars, which is the most nearly complete set of the'Mint marks ever offered. 

The collection may be briefly summarized as follows : 

Eagles. — 1795 to 1804 — 1838 to date; 1797, 4 stars. Rev. small eagle; 1798. 

Half Eagles. — 1795 to date; 1795 Rev. Heraldic eagle, 1796; 1797, perfect 
date, very fine, excessively rare; 1819, perfection (only about 9 known) ; 1821, 
1824, 1825, 1826, 1827, 1828, 1829 (large date and stars, finest known), 1830, 
1831 (fine), 1832, 1833, 1834 — all uncirculated or extremely fine; i860 D and 
1861 C Mint. 

Quarter Eagles. — 1796 to date, 1797, 1826, 1834 first type, extremely rare. 

Three Dollars. — 1854 to 1889, 1854 D, 1855 S, 1856 S, 1857 S, i860 S, very 

rare. 

Dollars. — 1849 to 1889, 1854 D, 1854 S, 1855 S, 1858 D, 1861 D (of the last 
only three specimens known, and the first time ever offered at auction), 1870 S. 

Gold Proof Sets from i860 to date. Patterns, gold, 1836 dollar and 1879 $4. 

Silver. — The collection lacks the rare dollars, but contains very fine specimens 
of the early dates, and proofs from 1854 down, as well as in the proof sets. The 
halves include 1795 (three superb uncirculated examples), 1796 (very good), 1797, 



and the quarters, many specimens in superb condition. The dimes and half dimes 
include many unusual examples; the 1804 dime is one of the finest known. Each 
series is replete with Mint marks. ' 

The series of cents and half cents include some uncirculated and extremely 
fine specimens— the 1795 thin planchet, the 1793, 1797, 1798, 1803, 1805, 1808, 
1811, 1821 and proofs of 1831, 1838, 1840, 1841, and half cents of 1793, 1795, 
lettered and thin edge, the former one of the finest known, the rare dates of 1831, 
1836, 1852. The other dates are in very fine condition, and will afford the col- 
lector of moderate means opportunities to acquire admirable specimens at reason- 
able prices. 

The set of Silver Proof Sets is one of the finest ever sold, commencing in 
1854. Mr. Wilson bent his energies, however, upon his gold series, and, as we 
shall see, with superlative result. 

I will publish the catalogue in uniform style with those of the Smith, Mills, 
Winsor, Cleaney and Bushnell Sales, giving full description of all types, thus 
making it a work of reference. This book will be of unusual value as a descrip- 
tion and criterion of prices for United States gold coins. 

The catalogue will be published quarto size, on heavy paper, with broad mar- 
gins. On account of this, and of the cost of sending it unbroken by 
express, and to save waste and duplication, thus making it more rare and valuable 
to the buyer, I follow the usual practice of charging fifty cents for this catalogue. 
An illustrated edition will be published, with ten plates, five of which will repre- 
sent gold coins.

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PREFACE. 



It was to the regular series of United States coins struck after 
the establishment of the Mint that the late David S. Wilson, who 
formed this splendid collection, devoted his attention for more 
than fifty years, continuing his studies up to the very day of his 
death last spring. The collection ranks amongst the finest that 
have ever been offered at auction. In the series to which he evi- 
dently gave his greatest attention, the gold, it is one of the three 
largest and finest collections ever sold, and in the total number of 
pieces of gold — over six hundred — it equals the previous largest 
collection in number, the Cleneay Sale in 1890, and surpasses in 
number and value the Smith Collection of last year, which con- 
tained about two hundred and forty-three pieces, and, though it 
lacks the two great rarities, the 1815 and the 1822 half eagles, 
their value is more than made up by the greater number of other 
dates and denominations, so that I expect it will prove to be the 
most valuable collection of United States gold coins ever offered. 

The Gold Dollar series is the most complete in specimens from 
all Mints ever placed on sale, and includes a Dahlonega 1861, of 
which only four are known. 

It is needless to recapitulate the great number of rarities here, 
which will be found in due order in the catalog. 

I would particularly call the attention of the collectors to the 
splendid series of gold proof sets, which, as sets, are exceedingly 
rare, and should be, and I believe will be, more highly appreciated 
in the future. The grandest coin that our country strikes to-day 
is the twenty-dollar piece, and that is at least as important as 
any other denomination, and no great collection can claim 
to fully represent the coins of the United States without contain- 
ing all the denominations. The consideration of face value may 
be disregarded when we recollect that a collection of cents in the 
finest condition will easily average fifty dollars a piece. 

I have known for years that the rare gold coins have not been 
appreciated at their relative value. Twenty years ago the exten- 
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sive collectors of gold could have been counted on the fingers of 
one hand, and of coins of which only four or five existed there were 
enough to supply the demand ; but now, when the gold series have 
been taken up, and there are scores of eager collectors, these few 
specimens will not satisfy the demand, and legitimate competition 
is at last ])lacing them at a just relative valuation to the equal 
rarities in other series. We saw the first awakening at the Smith 
Sale last spring. Hut since the sale I have endeavored to ascer- 
tain, if possible, the number of some of the dates, and I find that 
of several of which it was supposed there were a goodly number, 
though considered excessively rare, there are about only five to 
ten known to-day. The Smith Sale prices are still too low, and 
should be exceeded at this sale, and the valuations will be far 
higher in the immediate future. 

Mr. Wilson had not completed his silver and copper series, but 
they contain many superb examples in the dollars, half dollars, 
quarter dollars, dimes and half dimes, cents and half cents. 
Numerous specimens are worthy of special mention, among which 
are the 1795 dollar, 1796 half dollar, 1796 quarter dollar, an 
extraordinary specimen; the dimes of 1796, 1797, 1798, 1800, 1804 
and 1822, and the half dimes of 1792, 1794, 1796 and 1797 ; the 
cents of 1796, 1804, 7, 9, 21, 23, and the half cents of 1793, 1795, 
1831, 1836 and 1852. 

The patterns include the 1836 gold dollar and 1879 |4. The set 
of fractional currency contains the principal types and a set of 
proofs. 

I guarantee all the coins to be genuine. Commissions will be 
faithfully executed by me for the usual 10% of amount purchased, 
or by the auctioneers free of charge, who assume no responsibility 
and require payment before shipment.

GOLD PROOF SETS. 

Each contains complete the gold coins of the year, unless other- 
wise mentioned. These proof sets are exceedingly rare, and my 
estimate would be that there are not over five sets in existence 
of the years prior to 1890, and of some of the earlier years prob- 
ably onlj three sets, so that, rare as many of the separate coins 
may be, the sets are far rarer. Each piece in proof condition is 
as rare as any other in the set of the year, as the proofs were only 
issued in sets. The numbers coined include proofs and impres- 
sions for circulation ; of the former only a very few were struck, 
usually not over thirty. And it should be borne in mind that 
during the Civil War and until the resumption of specie pay- 
ments a large proportion of our gold was sent abroad and 
remelted. 
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After 1860 the |3 and |1 were only struck at the Philadelphia
